says the New York Times, on Feb. T. 
1SC2. From his earliest boyhood days 
he exhibited an extmoMinary enthnd- 
asin for athletic sports, and, contrary 
to all the traditions of his family, he 
considered recess the best feature of 
his school life, for then, in his own 
•words. "1 conld get ont and show all 
the boys what poor runners, jumpers 
and wrestlers they -were." 


He finally showed such excellence In 


all sports that his father got wind of it 
and. not approving of that bent in any 
of his sons, took him out of school at 
the age of fifteen.
